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A Cantankerous Council Quarrels 
Over Pay Raise, Passes It Anyway

During the spring deliberations on the budget the 
Greenbelt City Council elected to raise its salary by a third 
and to pay the added cost ($30,000) of repairing the four 
unusable tennis courts at Braden Field for a total cost of 
$85,000. At its July 15 meeting council followed up on those 
decisions by approving a charter amendment changing the 
salaries and by accepting the low bid for the tennis courts 
— a bid again above the last estimate. 


Sunrise Debacle Prompts City to Seek 
Understanding with County Executive

The Greenbelt City Council, still angry over the coun¬ 
ty's offer of special revenue bonds to facilitate the con¬ 
struction of Sunrise Village Apartments, a luxury apart¬ 
ment development next to Goddard Space Village and 
the Beltway in east Greenbelt, met in a work session on 
July 23 to try to address the issue of county-city relations. 
What they came up with was the draft of a plan for an 
understanding with county executive Parris Glendening to 
avoid such occurrences in the future. 


Both decisions were arrived at 
after acrimonious debate and a 
3 to 2 vote. Both occurred late 
in the evening, long after the 
seats in the council chambers had 
emptied. Only those watching on 
cable saw and heard the tenor 
of the exchanges. 

Council's salary had remained 
unchanged for eight years prior 
to being set at $1,500, outlined 
councilmember Tom White, then 
moved upward by $500 every oth¬ 
er term to reach $3,000 four years 
ago. “The increment is now 
$1,000," said White. He disagreed 
with both the increase and its 
size. “$3,000 is in line with—or 
slightly above—other similar gov¬ 
ernments or even private boards 
of directors," he said. 

Calling the increase “unneces¬ 
sary" and pointing out that there 
has been “no increased responsi¬ 
bility" for council under the 
city's charter, White urged coun¬ 
cil to reconsider the 33% increase. 

Opposed to rehashing a sub¬ 
ject which had been argued sev¬ 
eral times last spring, council- 
member Toni Bram stated her 
position. This increase has been 
“worked over, over-reacted to, 
is just for getting votes (in the 
coming election). I don’t feel any 
guilt in introducing it . . . 

women are notoriously underpaid, 
the five of us are underpaid." 
Claiming council deserves the in¬ 
crease which is just “keeping up 
with inflation," Bram continued, 
“Greenbelt has always been a 
leader." Council can “no longer 
justify" spending time on more 
discussion, “at least three mem¬ 
bers" are ready to vote, she said, 

“It is important to allow dis¬ 
agreement to be voiced at each 
step of deliberations," council- 
member Dick PiLski cautioned. “I 
think it's too much money. $250 
would be enough." 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld made two 
points in defense of the increase. 
Bowie, a somewhat similar city, 
is paid more than Greenbelt. 
There the mayor gets $5,000 and 
the council $3,600 each. “We have 
more departments and more is¬ 
sues here. The increase is not 
out of line," he said. The Bowie 
council is considering an in¬ 
crease in their salaries. The 
$1,500 salary of 20 years ago had 
more buying power than the 
$3,000 of today, Weidenfeld said. 
While council’s salary has dou¬ 
bled in those years, most things 
have tripled in cost. He objected 
to calling the increase 33% be¬ 
cause council has not received 
an increase for four years. Weid¬ 
enfeld, Ed Putens and Bram voted 


yes. White and Pilski voted no. 
Tennis Courts 

When council first approved the 
reconstruction of the four tennis 
courts on Braden Field in 1084, 
the cost was estimated at $55,000. 
Later engineering work project¬ 
ed the cost to be $85,000. At the 


The move will allow Pruden¬ 
tial to plan now for the total re¬ 
maining undeveloped land. 

The agreement formalizes a 
previous understanding that 
would allow development of 912,- 
000 square feet on the Golden 
Triangle, according to David 
Essig, general manager of de¬ 
velopment for Prudential. “We 
had been granted the full amount 
in '81 but we were limited to 
450,000 square feet until road im¬ 
provements were underway," he 
sadd. 

The council debated whether 
road improvements must be com¬ 
pleted before the building cap 
should be lifted. Essig pointed 
out that under state law once a 
road is funded, it is considered 
completed. He wanted to go be¬ 
fore the county planning board 
with the city, not against them, 
he said, 

“I am pursuaded by your ar¬ 
guments," Mayor Weidenfeld said 
at the council meeting. “Get the 
best clients, the best quality you 
can get." 

The approval sends Prudential 
back to the drawing board to 
devise a plan of development 
while it is still engaged in try¬ 
ing to complete its original de¬ 
velopment, two large office build¬ 
ings. 

“The first building is almost 
completely leased," Essig said, 
“The second building is empty. 
We’re confident that within 6 to 
12 months we can fill the rest 
of the offices. We're looking at 


recommendation of the city man¬ 
ager, council added the extra 
$30,000 into the new budget and 
reappropriated from last year the 
original amount minus the cost 
of the engineering work. 

At Monday's meeting council 
learned the low bid of two would 
be $94,000—an increase of $9,000. 
City Manager James K. Giese, 
who had met with the firm’s rep¬ 
resentatives, recommended that 
council go ahead with the projr- 
ect. He suggested that some of 
the work could be done by the 
Public Works Department, lower¬ 
ing dollar outlay, but reminded 
council there is still a price tag 
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defense-related businesses tied 
to NASA and the support people 
that feed into those types of in¬ 
dustries" 

Essig said the new develop¬ 
ment might include a hotel or 
restaurant besides new office 
space. “We’re considering a ho¬ 
tel, It would be a nice amenity 
for the project. You already have 
a Hilton and a Holiday Inn in 
the area but 4 or 5 different lay¬ 
ers of motels can go into a mar¬ 
ket and still be viable," he said. 

Essig added that the additional 
development should complete the 
triangle, “Our goal is not to sell 
to a speculative developer. Our 
intent is to build out the site, 
and with this I think the site 
would be pretty fully utilized." 

In approving the new building 
space allowance, the planning 
board set certain conditions, es¬ 
sentially those requested by the 
city: the board must approve all 
site plans; the City of Greenbelt 
will be consulted on site plan 
review; all land grading plans 
will be referred to the soil con¬ 
servation district; the easements 
of land for access by pedestrians 
and bycycHsts will be permitted 
if overpasses for the Beltway and 
Kenilworth Avenue are construct¬ 
ed. 

“These are typical conditions 
usually put on this sort of 
thing," Essig said. 

That is the shape of things in 
the Golden Triangle,

For several years the city has 
tried to keep the lid on further 
development until roads adequate 
to handle the increased traffic are 
in place. Thus Coakley & Wil¬ 
liams, Inc., developers of the 
Maryland Trade Center proper¬ 
ties, were asked to sign coven¬ 
ants with the city in 1981 when 
they sought annexation, tying 
actual construction on their prop¬ 
erty to the completion of a sup¬ 
porting road system. 

Of major concern to council 
has been the widening of Green¬ 
belt Rd., with reconstruction of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way overpass and new exit 
ramps. In the meantime plans for 
development of the Tidier and 
Smith-Ewing tracts along the 
east side of Hanover Parkway 
may be slowed by similar con¬ 
straints concerning adequate pub¬ 
lic facilities. 

Thus the announced plans— 
coming ouit of the blue—for the 
start of construction this fall of 
a 478-apartment complex in two 
11-story highrise towers was es¬ 
pecially troubling. When council 
then learned that urging by coun¬ 
ty officials had impelled Sunrise 
developer Jim MeCaig to go 
ahead immediately with his plans, 
council members were more than 
troubled; they were angry. 

As a carrot to induce the de¬ 
veloper to follow a more luxurious 
design than he might otherwise 
undertake, the county was willing 
to issue tax exempt Industrial 
Development Bonds (IDBs) to 
assist in financing construction. 
Not only do city council members 
object philosophically to the use 
of IDEs for such a purpose, but 
they regard the county’s behind- 
the-scenes offer as a “fast track" 
to development contrary to the 
city’s known position of coordi¬ 
nating development with con¬ 


struction of public facilities. 
(Since Bhe initial proposal, the 
county has backed off from the 
offer to MeCaig of IDBs unless 
the city approves. The city has 
so far denied such approval.) 

At the July 23 work session, 
mayor Gil Weidenfeld sketched 
out a draft understanding. The 
understanding, in the form of a 
letter to the county executive, 
was scheduled to be taken up of¬ 
ficially in a special city council 
meeting on July 31, just prior 
to an already-scheduled work 
session on another matter. In the 
meantime city manager Jim Giese 
will run by the terms of the 
understanding with Glendening's 
aide Fern Pi ret. 

In brief, the understanding 
asks the county executive: (1) to 
confirm and carry out the time 
schedule for completion of plan¬ 
ned road construction in Green- 
belt as set forth in a recent 
memorandum to the city by 
James Novak of the county's 
Public Works Department (See 
story in last issue of News Re¬ 
view.); (2) to make county funds 
available for reconstruction of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way overpass if federal funds 
are delayed; (3) to submit to the 
city progress reports every three 
months on all road construction 
time-tables; and (4) to offer no 
special inducements to developers 
in east Greenbelt in the form of 
revenue bonds or other financial 
“fast track" benefits without the 
city’s approval until all proposed 
road construction affecting east 
Greenbelt is completed. 

Throughout the work session 
one very interested party, Coak¬ 
ley & Williams attorney Russell 
Shipley, was present. Far from 
blaming the city for their action, 
Shipley felt it would be helpful 
in assuring orderly development.

Cat Rescued From Tree After 3\ Day Ordeal

A male grey and white tabby is in stable condition at 
College Park Veterinary Hospital after three & a half ag¬ 
onizing days caught in a tall tulip poplar in the Attick 
Lake Park. He was finally rescued by a three-man crew, 
Richard Mills, Steward Whitehead, and Thomas Keifline of 
the city Public Works Department. Keifline got to within 
twenty feet of the limb where the cat was stranded and 
made the last stretch with climbing equipment. 


Time is of the essence for 
Greenbelters interested in becom¬ 
ing part of the Adopt-a-Tree 
program to apply to order trees 
since the deadline to order trees 
for fall planting is August 31. 
Applications for ordering trees 
are available from the city fiscal 
office and at the manager’s desk 
in the Co-op Supermarket. 

Requests have been made to 
provide more information on this 
project, which is sponsored by 
the 50th Anniversary Committee. 
The kick-off will be the planting 
of a tree on Sunday, October 13, 
commemorating the first shovel 
of earth turned over in Greenbelt 
on October 12, 1935. 

Trees that will be planted this 
fall and through 1987 come 
into two categories, shade and 
flowering ornamental. Shade 
trees include pin oak (Quercus 
Palustris), northern red oak 
(Quercus Borealis), willow oak 
(Quercus phellos), little leaf lin¬ 
den (Tilia Cordata), red maple 
(Acer Rubrum) and sugar maple 
(Acer Saccharum). All these 
trees are round except the linden, 
which is conical. The height range 
is from 80 to 120 feet. All are 
fast growing and require full 
sun. Autumn colors include red, 
yellow, orange and crimson, the 
most colorful being maple. 

The flowering ornamental trees 
include Bradford pear (Pyrus 
Callerzana), flowering crab (Mal- 
us), dogwood (Cornus Florida), 
and Yoshino Cherry (Prunus 
Yedoensis). All of these are 
round except the cherry, which 
is spreading. The height range is 
from 25 to 50 feet. All are slow 
growing and require full sun. 
Fall leaf colors are predomin¬ 
antly red-crimson. 

The trees are balled-burlapped 
and/or container grown, with 
delivery in time for fall planting 
between October 15 and Novem¬ 
ber 15. Trees donated for city 
property will be planted by the 
city. Those on private property 
will be planted by the donor. 
Upon request the committee will 
furnish names of persons who 
will plant trees on private prop¬ 
erty.

How the cat happened to be 
in the tree on Saturday, July 27 
when it was first spotted at 10 
a.m. is not known. Jogger Lee 
Mowery of Laurel, who makes 
several laps daily, first spotted 
it. (Many people are unaware that 
cats have to learn how to climb 
down from a tree. Because their 
claws curl inward they cannot 
come head first, but must be 
taught by another cat or their 
owner <to back down.) 

Mowery, a young woman who 
cares deeply about all living 
things, called the cat. It looked 
at her but was afraid to come 
down and apparently did not 
know how to climb down back¬ 
wards. She jogged around the 
lake again. It was still there, 
meowing, on the return lap. 

Her first thought was, of 
course, the Fire Department, 
since she had often heard that 
firemen had the long ladders 
necessary to rescue a small ani¬ 
mal 40 feet up in a tree.

Phonebook that seemed a prob¬ 
able source of help. All failed to 
help, except the S.P.C.A., which 
did try to locate professional tree 
climbers. 

One of these, from Beltsville, 
did offer to help provided Mowery 
would pay him $125 in advance. 
When she could not he was no 
longer interested. Another one 
from Gaithersburg offered to 
come to help. A small crowd 
waited until 10:30 p.m. When 
they phoned to see what had 
happened his wife told them he 
had gone to bed. 

All sorts of people, children, 
joggers, picnicers gave sugges¬ 
tions on Saturday and on Sun¬ 
day and on Monday. A D.C. po¬ 
liceman said the District police 
do rescue cats caught in trees. 
Mowery’s husband, a retired 
Navy career man, tried climbing 
the tree using the Old Shinny-up 
Method—tried and true. He fin¬ 
ally reached the lowest branches, 
but the cait retreated higher into 
the tree. He had by this time 
areas of skinless flesh on his 
arms, hands, legs, and chest and 


had to give up. 

By Monday the cat's cries were 
getting weaker and fewer. The 
Greenbelt police had refused to 
help. County Executive Glenden- 
ing’s office was called. Someone 
was supposed to call back, but 
did nut. On Monday Greenbelt 
mayor Gil Weidenfeld stopped by, 
but left (thinking that a tree 
climber was on his way. The cat 
spent Monday night in the tree. 

By Tuesday morning a small 
crowd surrounded the tree. The 
cat was well known. Mowery was 
back early, and found that it was 
nut responding to her calls. An¬ 
other jogger, Shirley Yoho, de¬ 
cided to phone Muriel Weidenfeld, 
thinking that the mayor’s wife 
might be able to do something. 
Muriel could — she phoned city 
manager James Giese, who heard 
for the first time of the cat’s 
plight. 

Giese contacted the Public 
Works Department, which imme¬ 
diately sent a crew with a 
cherry-picker and climbing equip¬ 
ment. Keifline, who had never 
used the equipment, went after 
the cat. As he approached the 
frightened animal withdrew to 
the end of a branch. Keifline tried 
putting food on a pole. The cat 
wasn’t interested. He coaxed the 
cat. Mowery, who by this time 
apparently was, in the cat's mind, 
a friend, called too, and the cat 
finally came near enough to be 
put into a bag and lowered to 


the ground. Keifline, shaking 
from his ordeal with unfamiliar 
equipment 90 feet above the 
ground, also came down. 

Unfortunately the Mowerys 
cannot keep the cat, since they 
live in a no-pet apartment in 
Laurel. It is hoped that either the 
owner or a compassionate friend 
of cats will come forward. Mow- 
try said that he appears to have 
been a pet, since he is well be¬ 
haved, tries to reach for the door 
knob to open a door, and sits up 
in the back seat of a car as if 
he’s being driven by his own 
chauffeur.

in terms of other jobs not accom¬ 
plished by the crew. 

‘T objected to the way .fhis was 
handled during the budget pro¬ 
cess,” said White. “Now it's up 
again. Do we have an unlimited” 
supply of funds for the tennis 
courts? he queried. “I can think 
of a lot of unmet needs. Roosevelt 
Center could very much use $100,- 
000 to make it safe. Not to make 
it playable. There are probably 
10 more worthy projects,” he sug¬ 
gested. 

“I am going to echo Mr. 
Wlhite,” said Pilski. “We could 
use it in the swimming pool; 
we've been talking about rehabil¬ 
itating Braden Field for years; 
at the lake park, we could build 
toilet facilities; or it could be 
the down payment on replacing 
the disgusting and degrading 
showers in the Youth Center. It 
is not good to make decisions like 
this at 12 o'clock at night.” 

“Choose your time,” Bram of¬ 
fered. “I'm not afraid.” 

“Why not defer to the next 
meeting—when we do not have to 
compete with Johnny Carson (for 
the late night TV audience). Let's 
bring this amount of money be¬ 
fore the public after plenty of 
publicity.” White seconded the 
motion. Giese then pointed out 
that the bids are good for only 
30 days. (Council won't meet 
again until August 12, after the 
3C days are up.) 

“I oppose (the delay)” said 
Weidenfeld, “I don't see the jus¬ 
tification.”

Pilski ob¬ 
jected to telling an advisory board 
what to do. “That's the beauty of 
the system,” he said, “the boards 
have always acted separately,” 
PRAB chairman Keith Chernikoff 
pointed out that his committee's 
first task on the issue would be 
one of “fact finding. All our 
meetings are open. We'll be sure 
(an announcement appears in) 
the News Review and on Cable 
TV.” Putens' motion, seconded 
by Bram, passed 3 to 2. 

A tally of the final vote showed 
all five supporting the referral 
to PRAB until the city clerk 
pointed out to Pilski that White's 
motion now included Putens' re¬ 
quirement that PRAB hold a 
public hearing.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 


At its regular meeting, held on July 15, 1985, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
Number 1985-3 (Resolution Number 604), and the following title 
of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 


RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND 
(1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION- 
MUNICIPAL”, SUB-TITLE “HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, FOUND, IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF MUNICI¬ 
PAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983 EDITION AS AMEND¬ 
ED), AS PREPARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLA¬ 
TIVE REFERENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE 
ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 
1983, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMEND¬ 
MENTS SECTION 4, TITLE “CREATION; QUALIFICATIONS; 
COMPENSATION”, TO PROVIDE THAT THE MAYOR SHALL 
RECEIVE A SALARY OF $4,400 PER ANNUM AND THAT 
THE OTHER MEMBERS OF COUNCIL EACH SHALL RE¬ 
CEIVE A SALARY OF $4,000 PER ANNUM. 


The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment* in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 7th day of October, 1985, 
unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall 
be the 24th day of August, 1985, there shall be presented to the 
Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by 
registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty per¬ 
cent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular elec¬ 
tion of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the 
City of Greenbelt. 

A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution 1985-3 is 
posted in the Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with the 
requirements of Section 13(d) of Article 23A of the Annotated

What is Tartar?
